TO THE PEOPLE OF MAINE. 


Continued. 


We think it will not be doubted that this State 


consumes its full share, in proportion to its pop- 
ulation, ot the whole amount of foreign imports. 
Tlieentire itnportsfrom England in Ib42 amount- 
ed to $33,446,499. The population of Maine is 
one thirty thud part ot the whole population ot 
the United States. This givesabout one million 
dollars woith ot English imports as the portion 
consumed bygMaint) in a year. Thus, for the 
agricultural and mechanical labor ot Encland 
woiked into articles ot use, our State pays an 
amount equal to two dollars annually tor each 
inhabitant ol the State. It this tax were levied 
tor the benefit ot the poor and oppressed labor- 
ers ot that country, it would be less odious than 
it is. But the truth is, that, to a great extent it 
goes to the suppott of a lordly government 
whose wealth and power are lelt, not only 
throughounhe civilized world, but in the most
